Agreements can only be made 
at the Four-Power Conference, 
starting on Wednesday, which 
will not be limited to the Danu- 
bian situation, and into which all 
participants would enter with 
free hands. : 

The Premier emphasised the 
need for the heartiest co-opera- 
tion of all European countries in 
order to face the tremendous 
problems, especially those affect- 
ing Europe and at present 
the world. 

The suspicious reports given 
to the Anglo-French meeting are 
baseless as the British Govern- 
ment is sincerely and disinterest- 
edly working out a policy of co- 
operation with everybody jn an 
endeavour aiming at the peace 
and well-being of Europe.

J. H. MORGAN ON GREAT

Divergent Views. 


Mr. J. H. Morgan, Professor of 
Constitutional Law in the Univer- 
sity of London, delivered at Uni- 
versity College, the first of three 
Rhodes Lectures on “The New 
Dominion « Status.” Mr. J. W. 
Downie, the High Commissioner -for 
Southern Rhodesia, presided. 

’ Mr. Morgan ‘pointed out that 
unity in the War was achieved with: 


put the slightest surrender. of the 
legislative autonomy of — the 
Dominions. Decisions of the Im- 


perial War Cabinet that, necessitat- 
ed legislation were implemented by 
statute or Order in Council by the 
Dominion concerned. 

That transient constitutional ex- 
periment had its lesson for all’ who 
were concerned with the success of 
the forthcoming Imperial Confer- 
ence at Ottaws. If. anything ap- 
proaching fiscal unity Within the 
Empire was to be achieved it could 
only be achieved by the same course 
of action, constitutionally speaking, 


jas was followed during the War, 


‘Delegation of Powers, 

' The necessities of the “war” of 
tariffs to-day might make swift, 
collective action by’ all the com- 
munitics of the Empire almost 
equally imperative. Fiscal re- 
ciprocity within the Empire might 
involve the delegatten of powers of 
united executive action to all the, 
Governments of the Empire by their 
respective, Legislatures, - 

What was “Dominion Status?” 
In spite of the Statute of West- 
minster they might search in vain 
in its text for any legal definition; 
and if they attempted to deduce 
from certain sections of tha Statute 
the generalization. that the Im. 
perial Parliament could no longer 
legislate ‘fde any of the Dominions 
they would be quite wrong. Aus-

IN GOLF 


Old Craftsmen Losing 
Skill and Work. 


CLUBMAKING iG PROFESSION. 


The following. reurtiolé by J. H. 
Taylor (ope golf champion 1894, 
1895, 1900, 1909 and 1913) throws 
interesting light on the situation 
that the molern golf professional 
has to face: 

At the time when the steel shaft 
was about to be legalised, 1 stated 
that their use would tend to destroy 
the ancient art of golf club-making 
as ‘a skilled craft. There can be no 
doubt that the prediction is being 
rapidly fulfilled. Evidence in sup- 
port cun be obtained in any club- 
maker's shop, ; 

f am firmly convinced that this 
loss of skill will ultimately prove to 
be a ‘serious blow to the game, for 
the simple reason that it- will cease 


-}to attract to the professional side 


of it the intelligent class of young 
man who desires to embrace it as 
u means of livelihood. I have often 
pointed out that, in the’ old days, 
the making of o golf club was a 
skilled achievement, In support I 
need only mention that it was the 
usual trade custom to impose a five 
years’ apprenticeship for all boys 
who wished to learn it thoroughly. 

Latterly it has become customary 
tu allow a young fellow into the 
shop to pick up, as best as he is 
able, a smattering of the trade to 
fit him for apost, but such a make- 
shift was, never considered to be a 
finished product of the bench. 
Fully-qualified clubmakers share my 
opinion that a man cannot be a 
competent judge of the merit of a 
club if he is incapable of making 
it himself for the same reason, I 
assume that the maker of a cricket 
bat must bea better judge of the 
article than an incomparable wielder 
of it. 

*Adsembler of Parts, 


The’ make of a golf club or 
uFicket bat Is in the unique posi- 
tion of knowing the quality of the 
wood as wellas the amount of skill 
that has been put into it. This 
point of view is often overlooked, 
but that It remains a basic quantity 
no one willdispute. Equally, no 
one will contend that a mere assem- 
bler of parts can be considered a 
craftsman. Specialist he may be in 
his particular line, but not a crafts- 
man. 

A competent clubmaker is one 
who is able to make a club from 
beginning to end, and can tackle 
successfully all the delicate. repair 
jobs that may be offered. To do 
this he must learn under the direc- 
tion of a quillfied instructor. Since 
the coming of the steel shaft 
evidence is accumulating that re- 
pairs are a thing of the past. Gone 
is the day when the player would 
delight to bring his club into the 
shop for some: minor dnd delicate 
adjustment of welght and “feel” in 
which he considered -himself an 
active participant. It gave a pleas- 
ing sense of ownership that tickled 
the fancy, .and undoubtedly enhanc- 
ed’ the value’ of the weapon as a 
playing mediim. 

This loss of craftamanship was 
brought home to me in a very. vivid 
manner recently. I know a profes- 
sional attached to a seaside course 
who. learnt his trade as clubmaker 
under the old conditions, His 
clubs, all hand-made, held a de- 


a wide appetl to a critical clientele. 
He and tirco of four workmen were 
continuously employed in . making 
and sending cluba to all parts of the 
country.

That there are many disquiet- 
ing features in budget, despite its 
satisfactory balance, admits of no 
question. Even the extreme paci-| 
fists will recognise that there are 
grounds for the apprehension that 
the Defence Estimates have been 
pruned excessively. .Great Britain, 
through faithful observance .of 
treaties, has consistently prejudic- 
ed her supremacy on the seas, 
while the land and air forces have 
been cut to 4 minimum. In these 
unsettled times such a policy is 
dangerous, particularly as many 
other nations show less inclina- 
tion to reduce armaments. Ideal- 
ism may be practised within limits, 
but history has clearly shown that 
the practical course is the safer 
one. Then too, the taxpayer is in 
need of relief, and it is gratifying 
to note that Mr. Neville Chamber- 
lain has already indicated that 
such a course will be pursued in 
the near future, 

It would be unwise indeed to 
imagine that Britain's difficulties 
are over now that the budget has 
been balanced, All serious think- 
ers are. cognisant of the obstacles 
remaining, and ths year will be 
an arduous one for the nation. 
But the people’ have been given 
hope. The first hurdle has been 
cleared and it is the first step that 
is usually the most ‘dificult one.

DIVING SPEED OF 
PLANES. 


410 M.P.H. By Two 
New Fighters. 


EXCEEDING WORLD RECORD. 


The new: Fighter ‘planes, tho 
Hawker “Fury” and “Nimrod” of 
the R.A.F., and the Fairey ‘“Fire- 
fly,” ordered by Belgium and other 
countries, have ‘attained in dives 
speeds exceeding the 4074; ‘miles 
per hour of Great Britain’s world 
record, writes Major C. C. Turner 
in the Daily Telegraph. 

Speed in the dive does not entc? 
Into recognised performance teats, 
but the ability of an aeroplane to 
endure without collapse what |s 
called its “terminal velocity” Is 
important; and it will be recalled 
that the first Belgian Fairey ‘“Fire- 
fly” order was given after the 
makers had offered to demonstrate 
a terminal velocity dive. Actually 
lust June, as related in “The Dally 
Telegraph” at the time, Fit.-Lt. 
Staniland, the teat pilot, attained In 
diving a “Firefly” a speed of 384 
mp.h, Diving speed has recenly 
been advanced to nearly 410 m.p.h. 
both by the “Firefly” and the 
“Fury.” 

The problem of speeds attainable 
in a dive was much discussed at the 
time of the Schneider Trophy con- 
test and world record effort. The 
designer can work out on paper a 
fairly close estimate, and the fac- 
tors can be briefty and simply stat- 
ed. 

Air Reslatance. 

All objects have a certain falling 
velocity, which depends upon thelr 
weight and on the shape and area 
of their air-resisting surface. A 
parachute soon attaing its maxi- 
mum velocity, for its descent ts 
slow; a bullet takes much longer: 
to reach its limit, which is a very 
|much greater speed. 

The factors which concern an 
seroplane’s dive are its weight and 
the shape and aggregate area of all 
surfaces offering resistance. Of 
two aircraft exactly alike in ali res- 
pects, and of precisely the same 
flying performance, Jt would be pos- 
sible to make one dive faster than 
the other by simply putting 
weights into it. Ina dive the force 
of gravity supplements: or takes the 
place of the “pull” of the engine. 

It has been loosely assumed that 
living speed is about 100 per cent. 
greater than maximum horizontal 
speed; but there {@ no such rule. 
Some of the earlier ill-designed 
aireraft would never have doubled 
their speed in a dive, and it is 
certain that some of them would 
‘have broken up in the effort. 

There is, of course, a close rela- 
tion between maximurh horizontal 
speed and diving speed. For the 
firat good “streamlining” is essen- 
tial, and for high speed in the dive! 
also a machine must have the same 
“clean lines.” 


.’ A Propeller Discovery, 
The diving of a “Firefly” led to 
a most Interesting discovery. Fit.- 
Lt. Staniland began a dive at 
20,000ft., came out of it at 9,000ft., 
and flattened out at 6,000ft. During 
the dive, with engine “off,” the 
speed was so great that the propel- 
ler was turned by the rush of air 
alt a greater speed of revolutions 
than the ordinary maximum, Put- 
ting on engine, therefore, would 
|not' have increased the speed of 
the dive. This shows that the 
modern fighter is so beautifully 
streamlined that its falling velocity 
without power may be colossal. . 
It. fa possible. that a Schneider 


winner might Hve at 800. m.p.h— 


but the type has little altitude 
capacity, and could no. get high 
enough for the test. Such o spoed
